Interviewed at the hos- | 
pital he said, “I have done my best 
I tried to obtain relief, but they 
would not give it to me I have 
tried to steal, but they caught me 
Work is scarce and I can't get any 
so there is nothing left for me to 
live for.” 


When informed Sunday that his 
family had received relief, he was 
overjoyed. Two of his children 
were unable to go to school because 
they lacked clothing. 


According to Rusnak’'s story, 
when the depression came he 
could not make a living on the 
farm he rented in this district. 
Last June he applied for relief. 
The councillors paid no attention 
to him, one of them remarking: 
“He is still young and able to 
steal.” | 
He appealed to Constable Mac- 

kay of the R.C.M.P. who wrote to 
the councillor about his case but 
the letter was disregarded 

With winter coming on he was 

in desperate need of relief. In the 
summer he had earned just enough

The only way 
to deal with unemployment effectively is to give 
employment, and the completion of the Jasper 
highway is in the fullest sense of thé term a 
project “for the general advantage of Canada.” 
Aside from the building of a railway, there is 
no kind of undertaking in which the expenditure 
of federal money is more justified than in the 
construction of this inter-provincial highway. 

This proposal of the Motor Association 
should have the prompt endorsation of motor 
associations, boards of trade, and municipal 
councils throughout central and northern Al-

berta. It is time to stop trifling with unem- 
ployment and dallying about the Jasper 
highway. Organizations of all kinds in this 


section of the province should join in backing 
this definite plan to employ our surplus supply 
of labor in completing this great and essentially 
national enterprise.

The Passing Show

President Roosevelt's condemnation of the 
lynching of the two young confessed kidnapper- 
murderers is only what one might expect from 
the chief executive of the American people—its 
fountain of law and order. Men become in- 
human under the impulse of the mob spirit— 
and women too. Recently I took one of my 
daughters to a wrestling match between pro- 
fessional exponents under the anew form of 
mayhem known as “Australian rules’—a de- 
signation that annoys the Australians because 
their own wrestling is conducted under humane 
rules. At the start she thought it rough and 
degrading. I suggested a move to a picture 
show. She stayed on to see if the next bout 
was less brutal—and got caught in the mob- 
spirit. My last mental picture of her, she was 
standing on a chair shaking a fist at one of the 
behemoths and urging the other “Go on! Kick 
him in the slats! Pull his foot off!” ete, and 
expressed great delight when the recumbent 
one took a flying tackle at the object of her 
hate and with a butt like a torpedo in the 
breadbasket, knocked him out of the ring. 

The only thing more human and elemental 
than a man is a woman. 


In addition to the awful brutality and 
callousness of the Hart kidnappers, who beat 
up their victim and threw him, bound and 
gagged and still alive, into the bay, before start- 
ing their negotiations for ransom, there is an- 
other explanation of the San Jose affair. 

In the twenty months before the Hart kid- 
napping there had been seven men placed on 
trial in San Jose for more or less brutal mur- 
ders. Only one of them received the death 
penalty. He is the Stanford University press 
executive, David Lamson, found guilty of beat- 
ing his wife to death. The sentence in his case 
has not yet been carried out. Apparently the 
San Jose mob wasn't taking any chances of the 
law's delays and uncertainties. 

The lesson has little application here in 
Canada, where guilty men usually get what is 
their due under the law, and with little delay. 
Sometimes we are open to the charge of undue 
severity, as in the case of the unhappy couple 
driven insane by the hardships and humiliations 
of our unemployed dole system and who didn't 
succeed in their suicide plans after allegedly 
killing their nine-year-old son by hurnane 
means, letting him sleep near fumes from the 
engine a hired automobile. Though they 
have all the agony of the bereaved at living on 
after the death of their child, the authorities 
have denied them the consolation of nearness 
in their isfortune. Brutally, I think, they 
have separated them, moving the man to Prince 
Albert prison while keeping the woman in jail 
at Biggar. 

It isn’t often I'd wish to have the life of a 
fellow-creature. in my hands as a juror, but 
those are two cases in which I'd gladly pay my 
own expenses to become a member of the jury.

When the Germans torpedoed the Lusitania 
and sent 1400 non-combatants to their death in 
a vain attempt to stagger humanity, one of 
the affectng episodes was that of Col. John Jacob 
Astor, handing his young wife, the former 
Madeline Force, into a boat and waving her a 
farewell] as he stayed to face death.

— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1894, Canada 
was greatly shocked by the 
news that Sir John Thompson, 
the Prime Minister, had died 
suddenly at Windsor Castle, 
whither he had been command- 
ed by Queen Victoria. He is 
little known to the present 
generation of Canadians, but 
ranks among the great states- 
men of Nova Scotia and the 
Dominion. 

In his youth he was a news- 
paper reporter, a skilful short- 
hand writer, something rare in 
those days, and paid his way 
through college by newspaper 
work and official court report- 
ing. He had not practised long 
in Halifax before he was recog- 
nized as a coming man both in 
law and politics. Elected for 
Antigonish to the House of 
Assembly in 1877 he was at- 
torney general, 1878-82, when 
he became provincial premier; 
but after two months resigned 
to take a seat in the provincial 
Supreme Court. In 1885, Sir 
Charles Tupper, after a great 
deal of persuasion, induced him 
to return to politics as Minister 
of Justice in the cabinet of Sir 
John A. Macdonald, who came 
to rely greatly upon Thomp- 
son's counsel and wisdom. 

Unassuming in character, 
Thompson was not a success as 
a politician in the popular sense 
of the word; he was not a mix- 
er; but his intellect was so com- 
manding that, despite the fact

“What have you to say about 
this reduction?” The Bulletin’s 
Inquiring Reporter asked today 

Here is what several taxpayers 
said about it: 

EX-ALD. HERBERT BAKER: “I 


have nothing to say about the cut 
in assessment for 1934 at the pres- 


ent time, but I do ‘believe that 
while council has been interest- 
ing itself in this question it might 
also have taken steps to repeat 
the prepayment plan for taxes 
similar to the scheme broupht 


into effect early this year 
“When I supported the prepay- 
ment proposal late last year I had 


hoped that it would be brought 
into force again for 1934 
“By allowing taxpayers a dis- 
count on taxes the city collected 
an amount of $553,000 in current 
taxes. This meant that Edmon- 
ton did not have to fall back 


on the bank for a large loan to 
finance the city during the first 
months of 1933 

“It also meant that taxpayers 
reaped the benefit of a discount 
on their debts 

“City council, in.my opinion, is 
not giving enough attention to the 
money which is ready to be col- 


lected if home-owners are given 
some inducement to pay.”

R. V. MacCOSHAM, president of 


the Edmonton Chamber of Com- 
merce: “Such a reduction is a 
step in the right direction if the 
city keeps the mill rate down 
But if you cut the assessment and 
increase the tax rate, then you 
are ‘robbing Peter to pay Paul 
Land values in the past have 
been greatly inflated and its 
about time they were reduced to 
a figure in keeping with preserm 
conditions.” 

BEN HAGER, president of the Ed- 
meonton Federation of Community 
Leagues: “Undoubtedly the $6,- 
000,000 reduction in assessment 
was a step which had to be taken 
by the city, Land values have 
been wholly out of proportion to 
their market worth at present. 
And I believe that a slight in- 
crease in the mill rate would be 
justified in view of the huge re- 
duction in the assessment. Tax- 
ation is the main source of rey- 
enue for the city, and it appears 
that the tax rate will have to be 
boosted to meet the difference 
caused by the lowering of the 
assessment,”

E. E,. HOWARD, mill engineer and 
a member of various civic organ- 
izations: “It would appear that 
the 1934 mill rate will have to be 
increased in order that the city 
may balance its budget. Drastic 
reductions in the assessment have 
been literally forced on the city 
but I don't believe that the tax 
rate should be increased to much 
as a result of this.
